THE EIGHTY-ONE TON GUN ON 

TBIALAT SHOEBURY- 

NESS. 



A Seventeen Himdred Pound Shot 
^ i^ed Nearly Seven Miles.

SuoEuuiiYNtaa. Sept. 27. — Cjuh.s, 
■A;'reat aud tuiallj.aro" .fired.. every t3aj 
over the .siiuds from tbis solitary and 
remote comer of Essex, and inhabit- 
ants of this little towu aud garrison 
are so accustomed to loiul andsuddcu 
noises aa scarcely to notice aouud.s 
which would torture the untrained 
ear; but to-day has been a day of 
dread, and its population to the last 
man, womiui and child, has been all 
day in a state of nervous excitement 
and apprehension as to the probabili- 
ties attending the discharge of such 
an unwonted monster as the 81-tou- 
gaDi"wilth' its 870 pounds of jowder 
an'd.'its tlifee-quarters of a ton shot. 
There was really some ground for this 
alarm, becuuKO the gun does not stand 
. v,-ith the rest of the guns at this school 

* of gunnery, but it is placed on the 
beach closG to the barracks and its 
contiguous thoroughfares, and barely 
fifty' yards in front of a rather exten- 
sive block of soldiers' cottages, and no 
one could say what effect the concus- 
sion might hav.a upon adjacent build- 
ings, while some of the ,more timid 
be'gan to speculate eveir' on the con- 
tingency of the gun bursting, and 
scattering th'o fragments like hail upon 
thedevoted colony. The breaking of 
windows and crockery had been a 
foregone conclusion, and yesterday a 
sergeanVapariy went .round proclaim - 
ing with tne' sound of "the trumpet at 
the street corners that from 10 o'clock 
till 5 o'clock to-day, to-morrow and 
on Friday, people who were wi.so 

p would leave their windows and doors 
open, as some sort of precaution against 
the expected disturbance of the at- 
mosphere by violent explosions. The 
inba"bitants were given to understand 
likewise, that if, notwithstanding 
their caution and care, damage should 
be done, it would bo made good out 
of the public funds. 

TUe^ trials were to have been begun 
at lOo'clock, but it was two hours 
later before the order was given to 
make ready. The loading apparatus 
worked admirably uuder the control 
of about a dozen ortillec^juen, and 
the time to run the shot and cartridge 
down from the magazine, and to run 
botlf'liomo dowii tho muzzle of the 
gun was barely live minutos. Tho 
loading carriage and derrick were 
thou druw'u under the chase, or barrej 
of tho gun, the lire buffer of the gun 

w carriage buviug been removed in order 
io gain more space, tho electric tube 
WHS inserted, ami the buglo sounded 
to prepare tor action. The extroinely 
cautious betook tliemsolvos to safe 
distances, every one gave tlio gun a 
wide^be^th, and most of the spoctatoi s 
gazed out seaward, in the hop(; of 
catching sigiit of the wonderful j)ro- 
jeotilo iu its lliglit. The gun, through 
an alteration in ih'; progratiiiuo, was 
laid at an angle of mjvi ii dc-rctis, by 
which the muzzlo was to sonao extent 
elevated and about 6,000 yards away 
arrange party, consisting of half a 
dozen gunners and a wagon and two 
mpunted sergeantn in charge, were 
postecl to keep observations, and signal 
by Hag to the ilriug-poiut. 

Th( re was no target to aim at, but 
a straight range had boon pegged out 
for about four miles, and the training 
of horsemen had made the path of tlio 
shot very l('j;il)lo ior soino tlistance. 
The buglo irouudod the order to "lire," 
an officer iii !thje instcumeut room 
touched a stnct' tho crush came, and 
then tho 1,700 pound shot «as i-i(;i;ii 
(leaving its way tliiougli liio lur to an 
altitude of apicircntly seve ral huiulnid 
yardsjthen desi.'ondingand diminishing 
until lost to vi(;w, until, alter what 
seeded a 'long interval, it -struck the 
earth, throwing up a volcano of mud 
and water, and, bounding on again, to 
fall and bury itself with iuiolinT .splash 
far beyond. ' It was af lorward.M i (!port- 
od that this sliot made its tirst con- 
tact at a distance of ^-IjGST^ yards, and 
t^afc tho ricochet carried it about as 
fittL again. The next consideration 
was the gun, and how had the carriag'c 
withstood the unaccustDniod idrain 
conHcqucnt (-n tho higher elevation.

disturbance. An officer went around 
to take an inventory of tho damages, 
and t.lio soldiers' wives came about 
with dismal records of broken wiudows 
apd shattered ceilings. Most of the 
C9ttages along tho sea front bad one 
or two broken panes of glass, several 
had their rooms littered with pl'.istor 
from the walls and ceilings, and one 
or two had their window sashes blown 
comiilotely out,;but the mobt tremark^ 
able effects were manifested at » 
greater distance. The plate-glas6 
windows of jMr. t'ause, gi-ocor, oppos- 
sito i\lr. Kirkwood's canteen, fully 
5U0 yards from the gun, was utterly 
destroyed^ and the glass, a qiiarier of 
an inch thick, scattered about 'the 
road. A barrack gate were l)urst open 
and its lock broken, sovoial sashes 
had vanished, aud there were broken 
windows in every street. Each suhso- 
ipieni round addeil something to the 
ilaniage, but the grt^dosl miseliiof was 
no(.'(;ssarily done at tho lirsi, ilisc'ha!;;<'. 

Four other rounds were tired at the 
same elevation, namely, seven 
degrees, and each shot fell within a 
few feet of tho same distance, two 
appearing to biny themselves at once, 
and the other two bounding after 
number ono in the German ocean. 
The gun was then depressed to an 
angle of only one degree, and t\vo 
shots were sent skimming over the 
water, making ''ducks aut^- drakes " 
several times before they drsappeared. 
The second was obsei-ved s|ilasliing 
up foam at distance of 11J>\'[> a yards, 
or nearly seven miles from tho shore, 
and as the "twist" in tho projectile 
gave it a constant tendency to the 
ri;^lit, it seemed to get unpleasantly 
near to some shadowj'-looking steam- 
ers in the hazy distance. -

At all hazards she 
must atid will do this. "\Vo like tlio tono 
of the Liondoxx Telegraph, which says th.'it 
England must wage war from end to end 
of the earth rather than see Oonstantino- 
plo in Ruasian.hand's.' trior to the -ont- 
hreak of the Crimean war Czar Nicholas 
laid a plan for tho dismon>bormciit if 
Turkey hefort) t'lo l'>ritisli tTOverniiU'Lit. 
Ho proposed that Great Britain shonld lie 
given tliM islands of Crete and Cyprus in 
tho Mediterranean, and Egypt, and that 
Bussia ahonhl ho allowed to ocoupy as her 
o-^ Turkey in Europe. These proposals 
were rejected by the British Government 
and the war of 1851 resulted. That war 
would ajipear to have delayed, but it did 
not remove the danger. During tho 
rreneh war of 1870, when the succesB of 
the Prussians had liecomo well assured, 
Prussia tore up the treaty that was made 
at the close of the Crimean etrnggle, and 
oiaimed tho right to place war vessels oii 
the Blank Sea— n cluitn that was conceded 
by Great Jiritain rntlu'r than go to war at 
that time. The Unssiaus have now a larf,'<' 
fleet in tho Black Kea, ready for any emer- 
gency that may arise. O'roat Britain is 
traiisportiug groat quantities of supplies 
to Malta, from whipb fortress she will be 
able to throw a large army fully equipped 
into Conslnntinople or Egypt. Wo en- 
tertain not the slightest hope for Turkey.

Mediterranean and the Atlantic, tliey will 
ovi-rrnn Franco on tho one side while 
Germany is overpowered on tlio other.

— A dispatch from 
Therapia uuuouiices that Baring, secreta- 
ry of tho British legation, ia about to re- 
turn from Philippolia couviucod that tho 
commission for the punishment of tho 
l)orpotrators of Bulgarian atrocities is & 
tleliision and a moofcory. The"worat crim- 
inals are regarded as humane, and modor- 
aio men aro in disgrace. The old panic 
is renewed, and a must trustworthy gen- 
tleman has travolod with tbe utmost 
speed to ConstaDtinopIe to inform tiie 
British ambassador tbat tbe Turks threat- 
en new massacres, and have oven appoint- 
ed a day for boginning tho slaughter. 

A Vienna dispatch says not only from

Lord Duil'erin's rocopLiou in British 
Columbia appears, from tho account 
wo published on Wednesday, to Iiave 
bpen extremely cordial, and to have 
been accompaniod ■with Gnthusiastic 
expreasioDS of lojaltj' to the Queen 
and of attachment to her rulo. The 
poi^ulation seema to have been 
thoroughly united in their manifesta- 
tions of good feeling, and to have 
eaj^erly soizod an opportunity for ex- 
hibiting thoir IniLiali Hympalliics and 
their foiidiiGsa for oklBritiHii cuutoms. 
All tho faiiiiliar doiiionstrations with 
which Royalty is honourctl on a jiublic 
visit to English towns atteuded Lord 
and Lady Dufferiu's landing at Esqui- 
mau harbor aud their entry iuto Vic- 
toria. A long proceGsion, arches of 
of welcome, escorts of Yoluutoers, a 
genial .crowd in the streota and formal 
addresses of hearty congratnliition 
elicited from Lonl DuiVerin, with 
good reason, a loller of tho warmest 
thanks and acknowTodginoiits. It ia 
evident tiiat the iiihabilauts 
of tho island fool tho livli- 
oat satisfaction nt tho tangible assui- 
ance afforded by Lord Dufferin's visit 
of tho interest which is folt iu thoir 
wfilfaro by tho British Grown and by 
tho Govornment of the Canadian Dom- 
inion. The viaitofaG-overnor-Gouoral 
ospoeially for the first time, to a dis- 
tant ProvincG naturally elicits this 
satisfaction. For a colony never to 
to see tho (Jhiof liulor of the Domiu- 
iou to which it bolonga is to bo made 
sensible of its distance and isolation; 
and, notwithstanding all the informa- 
tion which is accessible to a man in 
the position of a Governor-General, he 
no doubt obtains by a few weeks' resi- 
dence a more just and complete un- 
derstanding of tlio condition of a 
Province than by any other meaas. xtr> 
learns to appreciate that indefinablti 
but powerful iniluence jwhich we call 
local seutiinent, aud be is euablod in 
tho future to estimate iiioro nccurately 
the local events and local language 
which may be reported to hiv at a dis- 
tance. Not a little, however, of tho 
heartiness of this rocoptioii ia unmis- 
takably duo to the popularity of Lord 
Diill'erin himself. Ho lias more than 
sustained tlio character for giiuial in- 
telligence and good-nature which ac- 
coAj^anied him to Oanada, and 'has, 
now in addition, won confidence in Lis 
judginont and o.Kocutive abiUty. The 
people of tho Ptoviuce ovideutly holieve 
that tho visit of such a Govonior-CI oa- 
oral to their country is a rare oppor- 
tunity, and thoy aro resolved to luako 
tho most of it. 

T'hero is,iudood. snmnftiintr nninHiarr 

though at tho same time iusiguiticaut.in 
tho ingenuity with which they seized 
ou tho earliest possible opportunity to 
introduce to Lord Dufferin's notice 
the subject, in which they are most 
iininodiatoly intorostod. That subject, 
of course, is the controversy with tho 
Government of tho Canadian Dominion 
respecting the Pacific Railway, and it 
happened that tbe circumstances of 
Lord Dufferin's journey afforded a 
tempting occasion for reforcnce to this 
grievance. The address prosontod by 
tho ^layor of Victoria e.^presaod a 
conviction that the Governor-General 
"fully reoogaizea the disadvantages 
under which the Province labours by 
reason of its isolation from the rest of 
tbe Dominion," aud that ho heartily 
sympathizes with tho wish of tho 
inhabitants that this bar to thoir pro- 
vincial prosperity may bo removed. 
But this appeal was pointed. by the 
expression of a hope that Lord Duffer- 
ia would return in health niid safety 
to his abode in "the hiaslem jiortion 
of Canada, which wo regret your Ex- 
ec! kiicy is at present unable to reach 
conveniently without the necessity of 
passing for tboiisands tT miles tlirungb 
foreign territory. Lord DulTonn in fact, 
iu order to reach Victoria, lia<l boon 
ciumpcUod to traverse the Utiiteii States 
to San Francisco by means of tho 
Pacific Railway, and thLnoeto proceed 
by steamer to Esquimalt. There is no 
denying the cxtromo inconvenience of 
such a mode of communication between 
difi'orout parts of the same Dominion; 
and though Lord DufTorin was circiim- 
s|ieid iu his a--suranccs, bo co'ibl not re- 
fuse to admit ihc justice of tho obseu'va- 
tioii. He acknowledged tbat ho bad ar- 
rived "after a tedious and eirouitouH jour- 
ney of many thousand miles through a 
foreign country," und ho oonchidod by 
o.xpressiiig a sincere trust that befora his 
tnrm of oliiee eijurud ho might ''seo tho 
material as well as tho political eoiiiiox- 
ions already Bub^isting between British 
Columbia and tho Eastern portion of ihn 
Dominion in a fair way of being rondored 
still more olose and intimate." 'There 
wore not wanting other evidences equally 
significant of tho strong fooling winch at 
present prevails iu tho Colony >iii tho sub- 
joct. Our corroH])ondout states tbat very 
few inscriptions on the roiito had any re- 
fercuco to Canada, and that I he command- 
ing oUicer of 200 boys who hud been form- 
ed into "Lady Dufferin's guard" had 
great difficulty in inducing tho boy en- 
signs to carry tho flag of the Dominion, 
Oa ono arch (here was an iiincription 
"Carnarvon Terius, or Separation," and 
Lord Dufl'erin very jiroperly rofusod to 
pass und(>r it, as ho could uol, on nn offi- 
cial visit, acquiesce in any suggestion, 
however indiraot,pointing to a dissobition 
of the Dominion. We are informod to- 
day by telegraph that the fannor.s of V'^an- 
eouver'e Island huvi! preiionted an address 
to him roprOBOutiiig the griovaucos of 
which they coiiiplaiii in reference to tho 
Railway and Tarill' iiei-t iojis, and that 
Lord Dufl'erin, in reply, ndmitted tho 
justico of their roprosuntutions, and pro- 
mised tbat thoy should receive considora- 
/tion, Tbis.t«legrA», like ,o^e, ox two 



others which hB.y» . pxm^S^j^ublSSSt^^^ 
snmo quarter, must; perhaps, be read with" 
some reserve;. btit tbe mannor iu which 
tbis question has been forced on Lord 
Dufferin's notice fropi. the moment lo 
landed on the island -affotrds unquestion- 
able proof of the strong feeling wluab it 
has aroused. 

It^is a iileasuro to publish at such a 
mom'ent so temperate uud conoiliatory a 
letter as that which is addressed to us 
tbis morning by "A Canadian;" and 
though it will, wo think, be seen tbat bo 
fails iu ono material point of his case, ho 
adduces indisputable evidence that Cana- 
da has made and ia making very consider- 
iiblo exertions to curry out tbe terms 
upon the fnith of which Britisfc' OtJlnmbia 
entered tho Dominion. 'There is great 
force in tho o>)sorvtttion with which be 
concludes "That Oanada, under the influ- 
ence of a patriotic and commondablo do- 
sire to consolidttto British America, un- 
dertook a work of a far more momentous 
character than wns supposed." 'Tho cou- 
stnictiou of a railway about throe thou- 
sand miles iu length, over uusurveyed 
ground, in part mountainous and- vei:y 
difficult, IS unquestionably an enormous 
undertaking, aud great allowance inhst 
bo madaJor delays which may be really 
unavoidable.' '*A"Canadian" appears to 
prove, . howovor, that tho preliminary 
work has boon actively pushed forward, 
and that so far, at least, as concerns the 
e.K|)ondituro of money upon tho undor- 
bikiiig Canada has more than redeemed 
lier pledce. But the question remains, 
what could induce her to marr the effect 
of all these exertions and to induce dis- 
trust of her whole conduct by shirking bo 
comparatively small a matter as tho con- 
Htriictiou of seventy milos of railway ia 
Vancouver's I sland ? 'The more ''A Ca- 
nadian" establishes tho energy aud liber- 
ality of Canada on the wdiolo, tho more 
be condemns tho folly of provoking 
ill-feeling by the neglect of tho 
smallest part of the terms of 
tho contract. "A Canadian" throws the 
blame on tho local dissensions botwoeu 
Vancouver's Island and tho mainland; 
but it was surely possible for tho Sena- 
tors of tho othor portions of tho Domiuion 
to outvote theso jealousies. Tho plain 
fact cannot be disguised that Canada has 
refused to perform one of the terms of tho 
"Carnarvon Se.ttlBplieint^V^Q4rby doing so 
she liaa put herself in tbe wroug. It 
would surely be worth while to retrace 
this error without delaj'. If the terms of 
tho contract are carried out in this parti- 
cular, British Columbia, there is every 
reason to holieve, would have no legiti- 
mate ground of cumx)iaint; aad wo trust 
Ii6i;d Dufferin, on Ifia, return to Ottav^' 
may be able to induce the Canadian"" Gov- 
ernment to seo tho wisdom of thus re- 
assuring tho inhabitants of the Province.
